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GVHC Board Acts On Sub-Leases, 
Discusses Landscaping, Sales 

The Greenbelt Veteran Housing Corporation board of directors 
at its regular meeting on Friday, August 26, agreed to allow two 
GVHC homeowners to extend their sub-leases beyond the original 
two-year period. The decision was made after hearing Paul Camp¬ 
bell, GVHC manager, read letters from the absentee owners re¬ 
affirming their desire and intention of returning to Greenbelt as 
soon as circumstances permit. 


The GVHC manager can grant 
permission to sub-lease for special 
reasons up to two years but must 
get board permision for beyond 
that period. In the dicussion it 
was brought out that the GVHC 
contract permits a homeowner 
leaving Greenbelt to sub-let his 
home if he is unable to find a pur¬ 
chaser after a reasonable period. 

Campbell presented to the 
board the semi-annual auditor’s 
report covering the internal opera¬ 
tion and general accounting ac¬ 
curacy of the Corporation for the 
first six months of 1955. The re¬ 
port stated: “The accounting pro¬ 
cedures and system of internal 
controls appear to be generally 
sound and accurately maintained.” 

Landscaping Program 

Another matter brought up by 
Campbell was the progress on 
landscaping the community, for 
which the GVHC appropriated 
$ 2,000 this year to continue the 
landscaping begun last year along 
the Southway entrance and up 
Ridge Road toward the North End. 
The principal problem is coordi- 
_na tion wif.h fha citv, 

Campbell reported that City 
Manager McDonald feels that it 
would be improper for city em¬ 
ployees to do planting work on 
private property, which bars mu¬ 
tual work: by the city and GVHC. 
Director Frank Lastner and other 
board members disagreed with 
the . city viewing GVHC land as 
strictly private property and felt 
that such land (as opposed to land 
that belongs to members’ homes) 
should be considered community 
park land. 

Director Hans Jorgensen, who 
is directing the landscaping pro¬ 
gram, agreed to explore the situa¬ 
tion for a possible solution. Camp¬ 
bell said he would like to see the 
city and GVHC each spend $4,000 
and get the entire job of land¬ 
scaping the city accomplished at 
once with joint labor. 

Sales of Homes 

The sales of members’ homes 
was also discussed at the meeting. 
Director Bruce Bowman presented 
figures showing that during the 
past four months 49 percent of 
the resales of members’ homes 
were accomplished through GVHC, 
26 per cent were handled directly 
by the members themselves, and 
the remainder were handled by a 
local realty company. 

Campbell said that the GVHC 
sales staff indirectly aids mem¬ 
bers who make direct sales since 
the prospective purchaser often 
comes to the GVHC sales office 
first where he is briefed on the 
mutual homeownership arrange¬ 
ment and sold on the advantages 
of Greenbelt. Later the client 
might decide to buy a home direct 
from an owner in which case 
GVHC does not get the two-and-a- 
half percent service fee. The GVHC 
manager said that such direct 
sales are on the increase but that 
he is not disturbed by it and is 
glad that the sales staff can serve 
the members in this way. 

Campbell suggested that sales 
might be aided by asking other 
read estate agents to refer cus¬ 
tomers to GVHC for a small fee. 
In the discussion Campbell indi¬ 
cated that GVHC is not interested 
in permitting any. single real 
estate agent in taking over the 


vntire sales program for the 
Corporation. Also in connection 
with sales, he reported that he 
and Treasurer John Jhariss are 
still working on a plan whereby 
GVHC will finance the down pay¬ 
ment of purchasers to make it 
easier for members to sell their 
homes.
